prices of new passenger cars an 
average of five to six per cent. 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
also said other price increases at 
the m anufacturers’ level may be 
expected later. 
OPS said an order will be issued 
perm itting dealers to raise retail 
prices as soon as car m akers file 
their new ceiling prices with OPS. 
The m anufacturers’ new ceilings 
can be put into effect within five 
days as new price lists are filed with 
the agency. This m eans prices could 
be raised by the end of the next 
week if m anufacturers act promptly. 
The agency said the order cover­ 
ing retail sales will allow dealers 
to apply their customary m argins 
to the higher m anufacturers’ ceil­ 
ings. He said, however, th a t they 
vary with each m anufacturer and 
the range is from 15 to 30 per cent. 
Several officials said there is pos­ 
itively no way the OPS can figure 
now how much the percentage in­ 
crease wilt be at retail. They ex­ 
pressed belief it will run about the 
same as th a t of the m anufacturers. 
Earlier one official had estimated 
the increase a t retail m ight run 
as much as eight per cent over 
current list prices. 
An official told a reporter th at 
since cost increases will vary among 
m anufacturers and among different 
makes of cars it is impossible to 
predict the dollar amounts of price 
hikes without actually applying the 
price formula in the order. Dollar 
am ounts can be determined only 
when each m anufacturer makes his 
computation. 
OPS said further boosts in auto 
prices may be expected under pro­ 
visions of the new Defense Act. 
This requires OPS to allow indirect 
cost increases, such as for adm in­ 
istrative and sales expenses, ad­ 
vertising and research. The current 
order does not make provision for 
such costs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (/P)—'The 
Senate passed a bill tonight in ­ 
creasing the postage of ordinary 
letters from three cents to four 
cents and calling for other hikes 
to boost postal revenues, in all, 
nearly $400,000,000 a year. 
The m easure would increase pos­ 
tage on postal cards from one cent 
to two cents. 
It raises the postage for ordinary 
airm ail letters from six cents to 
eight cents. 
Passage came by a voice vote. 
The measure, intended to wipe 
out part of the Post Office D epart­ 
m ent’s huge annual deficit, now 
goes to the House. 


Bill Ups Newspaper Rates 


O ther increases would boost the 
rates on newspapers 30 per cent 
over a three-year period and on 
magazines 60 per cent over a like 
period. 
Charges for third and fourth class 
mail, and such special services as 
special delivery letters, also would 
be hiked by the legislation.

These pieces join together and when 
enough of them gather into one 
unit, that unit is alive. This simple, 
living unit is able to join up with 
others of its kind and in so doing 
begins restricted sort of life. That is 
the tobacco mosaic virus. The only 
thing it is known to do is to cause 
mosaic disease which kills tobacco 
plants. 
The dramatic word-picture was 
given by Dr. Wendell M. Stanley, 
of the virus laboratory, University of 
California. 
The original bits that 
get together to make the virus are 
nucleoproteins. That is the same 
kind of protein that governs human 
heredity. It is the same kind of 
protein that regulates your tissues 
so that some grow into grey matter 
of brains, others into bone, skin and 
so on. It is the same kind of pro­ 
tein which cancer experts are begin­ 
ning to think regulates and perhaps 
causes cancer. 
These bits of nucleaprotein of 
tobacco virus can he crystallized. 
Then they are like sand, with cer­ 
tainly no sign of life. 
The crystals 
can be changed back into protein 
and join up to become a virus.

Removing A Federal Judge 


Few expect President Truman to pay much atten­ 
tion to the demand of Rep. Woodruff <R., Mich.) that 
Supreme Court Justice Douglas be asked to resign. 
Representative Woodruff accused the Justice of giving 
“aid and comfort to the foes of the United States 
find democracy” in a statement in San Francisco on 
August 31 advocating U. S. recognition of Communist 
China. 


The remarks of Justice Douglas touched off 
a 
brief controversy in the Senate on the same day when 
quoted by Senator Welker (R„ Idaho). Welker identi­ 
fied Douglas as “a spokesman for the administration.” 
Indignantly, Senator Connally (D., Texas) replied: “It 
Is simply preposterous that Judge Douglas should 
speak for this administration or for the Democratic 
party.” 
Douglas should “stay at home, instead of 
roaming around Asia and in other places making fool 
statem ents.” 


Representative Woodruff did not suggest impeach­ 
ment. The Constitution, while allowing federal judges, 
like all other federal civil officers, to be removed from 
office on impeachment and conviction for high crimes, 
provides also that judges, “both of the Supreme and 
inferior courts,” shall hold their offices “during good 
behaviour.” 
Impeachment isn’t being considered, either, in 
the case of Federal Judge Metzger of Hawaii. This 
Judge has come under fire for setting the bail for seven 
arrested Communists at $7,500 each instead of the 
$75,000 requested by the government. 
Federal judges in the Territories are appointed, 
not for life, but for specific terms. Senator O’Mahoney 
(D . Wvo.), who has criticized the Honolulu jurist’s 
ruling on bail for the Communists, reports “on infor­ 
mation and belief” that Metzger will not be re­ 
appointed. 
The Judge is elderly and well past the 
normal retirement age. 
In the history of the United States only one 
justice of the Supreme Court has been tried by the 
Senate 
on 
impeachment 
charges 
brought by the 
House. Samuel Chase, of Maryland, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, was appointed by Presi­ 
dent Washington 
to the Supreme Court in 
1796, 
although Chase was given to intemperate action and 
Strong language. 
When Jefferson took office as President in 1801, 
be smarted under Adams’ appointment of many Fed­ 
eralists as judges just before leaving office. 
Three 
years later. Jefferson persuaded his followers in the 
House of Representatives to vote impeachment charges 
against the high-handed Chase, as one of several 
moves to redress the political balance on the federal 
bench. 
There were eight charges, arising from Chase’s 
conduct of four trials. But though more than two- 
thirds of the Senators were Jeffersonians, no charge 
was supported by the necessary two-thirds vote. Two 
charges received a bare majority: five received less 
than a majority: one got not a single vote. 
U. S. recognition of Communist China “would 
require straightforward and courageous thinking by 
all Americans, but it is the only logical course,” Jus­ 
tice Douglas was reported as saying in San Francisco. 
This would appear to be a logical extension of his 
views on settlement of Asian problems as expressed 
in a magazine article in January. 
Douglas then argued for U. S. support of “the 
revolutions of the world” so that they could 
be 
diverted “into democratic channels.” Land reform was 
specifically stressed by Douglas as “a strong barrier 
to Soviet activity.” 


Old Ghost Dragged Up 


Soviet scholars and historians— always assuming 
th at any real scholars and historians still function in 
the Soviet Union— are again going back 25 years to 
prove Uncle Sam an imperialist. The Stalin Prize this 
year went to a book on the U. S. “intervention” against 
Communist Russia. 
Another book now being a c ­ 
claimed in Moscow also drags up the dispatch of U. S. 
troops to North Russia and to the Vladivostok area of 
Siberia in 1918-20. 
Well, everybody today admits that we pulled a 
boner in that adventure of 25 years ago, but our 
motives were not nearly so black as the Russians 
depict them. For one thing, President Wilson for a 
long time opposed the armed intervention of 1918-20. 
He finally went along with it only when persuaded 
th at the British. French and Japanese would go ahead 
without us, and that our participation would help in 
restraining them. 
In fact, when Soviet-U. S. diplomatic relations 
were finally set up in 1933, the Russians made no 
claim for damages from the U. S. intervention in 
Siberia. They tacitly admitted that it had helped to 
keep Japan from annexing a slice of Siberia. 
The Russians did claim damages for the U. S. 
armed intervention in North Russia, around the ports 
of Murmansk and Archangel. Our troops there num­ 
bered only about 6,000. They engaged in some brushes 
with Soviet detachments, which caused 144 American 
deaths (there were 99 more from disease). 
All American forces were withdrawn from North 
Russia by October, 1919, from Siberia by April, 1920. 
During this period the Soviet Union was under attack 
Internally from Russian counter-revolutionary armies. 
If we had been as hell-bent then on destroying the 
Communist regime as the Russians allege, we would 
have sent funds, supplies, and troops to aid those 
counter-revolutionary armies. 


Gaining On A Scourge 


Although epidemics of sleeping sickness, which 
attacks man as well as horse, have been rare in recent 
decades, there was a time when the nation’s equine 
population was reduced by hundreds of thousands as 
the disease struck. 
The U. S. Public Health Service now announces 
that the virus of encephalitis has been isolated from 
wild birds at its laboratories in Montgomery, Ala. 
This form of sleeping sickness is known as the “blind 
staggers.” Isolation of the virus is the first step in 
successfully combating a scourge of this kind. 
The isolation was made twice from redwing black­ 
birds and once from magpies, according to Dr. T 
Aiden Cockburn. epedmiologist in charge of encepha­ 
litis studies. 
Birds, 
which 
apparently 
do not 
contract 
the 
disease, act as carriers, according to the health service. 
Birds used in the experiments were caught near health 
service laboratories in Greeley, Colo. Apparently the 
disease is carried by mosquitoes, ticks and mites, the 
studies revealed. 
Cases of the disease reported in the U. S. last 
year totaled 1,051, compared to 781 in 1949 and 575 in 
3948. But many thousands of cases are believed to 
have gone unrecognized or to have been erroneously 
diagnosed as polio, according to the health service.

There are two sentences of that 
speech which tell the story of an 
achievement unparalleled in modern 
times, indeed, of a document un­ 
matched anywhere in the treaties 
of peace of the past. 
Those two 
memorable sentences read as fol­ 
lows : 
“It (the treaty with Japan) does 
not contain the seeds of another 
war. 
It is a treaty of reconciliation, 
which looks to the future, and not 
the past.” 
Expresses Moral Force 
To be able to make th at statement 
persuasively, to be able to point to 
the deeds that actually prove its 
truth in the records of our Army of 
Occupation, to be able not only to 
say that there was no spirit of re­ 
venge but to be able to point to acts 
th at corroborate it, is to express 
the moral force of America in the 
free world. 
This moral force is not the attri­ 
bute alone of the American govern­ 
ment of today. 
I t spring from a 
long line of precedents expressed in 
- public pronouncements since World 
W ar I began. 
It is the reflection, 
moreover, of the viewpoint not of 
just one political party but of all 
parties in the United States, not 
of just the spirit of American ideals 
but of the ideals that free men hold 
everywhere. 
All this has not come 
to fruition heretofore in such con­ 
crete facts of international relation­ 
ships as are evidenced in the treaty 
between 
the Japanese and 
those 
who 
fought 
victoriously 
against 
them. 
The kind of peace outlined in the 
treaty with Jap an Is the kind th at 
men of all religions have hoped and 
prayed 
for, 
and 
particularly 
the 
kind of peace urged for Europe, too.

W ar I and by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt after World W ar II. 
It 
is the kind of peace Pope Pius X II 
has been petitioning for in his pub­ 
lic addresses since 1944. 
President 
Trum an 
in 
his 
San 
Francisco address to the assembled 
nations rightly pays tribute to the 
“outstanding leadership of General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur” 
for “the way in w’hich the Allied

occupation has been carried out." 
And the President also points with 
pride to General Ridgway as M ac- 
A rthurs “able successor” and to the 
splendid work of John Foster Dulles, 
who worked so patiently and intel­ 
ligently in negotiating the treaty 
itself. 
Rising above party and domestic 
controversy, 
the 
President 
recog­ 
nized that, in writing this speech, 
he was writing for future history a 
chapter of accomplishment w h icl^ 
can prove an inspiration to those 
who will be custodians of American 
world policy in the years to come. 
For in a sense the treaty, while 
not mitigating the evils of war or 
condoning 
the 
aggression 
which 
started it, does show that, when 
peoples put aside misguided leaders 
and take into their own hands the 
cause of decent International rela­ 
tions, they will find in the people 
of the United States ready and will­ 
ing partners 
in supporting 
those 
aims. 
; 
Annexed No Territory 
America did not receive a single 
dollar of governmental indemnity 
out of World W ar I or World W ar 
II. 
Nor did America annex a single 
acre of territory from either war. 
Mr. Trum an’s address at the S an 
Francisco gathering of nations will 
be read with even more intense in­ 
terest outside America than inside. 
I t will rank as one of the great 
state papers of all times — not 
because of its simple phrases but 
because 
it 
recites 
eloquently 
the 
record of American postwar behav­ 
ior and challenges the rest of the 
world to adopt the letter and the 
spirit of that behavior. 
The implications as to the future,

Don't Provide 
A Rat Utopia 


Wars are fought more successful­ 
ly when the enemy is understood. 
This applies 
also 
in 
our 
battle 
against rats; 
these 
animals 
are 
clever and our only hope is to out­ 
smart 
them. 
There 
are 
several 
species of the domestic type and 
most of them have an enormous 
r e p r o d u c t i v e potentiality. The 
period of gestation is only 25 days 
and litters range from six to 14. A 
mature rat remains fertile regard­ 
less of the season and every year 
produces from five to seven litters. 
They do better, however, when food 
and shelter are available and the 
weather 
is 
warm. 
T h e 
heaviest 
breeding takes place in the summer 
months and for this reason poison­ 
ing 
campaigns 
begun 
in 
autumn 
must be carried 
on 
over 
a 
long 
period of time. 
Rats have a good sense of tfiste, 
smell, hearing, and touch. They are 
difficult to catch because of their 
agility and excellent sense of bal­ 
ance; they can crass the street on 
a telephone wire and falls seldom 
prove 
injurious. The rodents can 
jump 2 feet from a standing posi­ 
tion and more, if they have a run­ 
ning start. Some are able to rpach 
18 inches and can scale a vertical 
wall if toe holds are available. Their 
underground 
tunnels 
are 
several 
hundred 
feet l o n g . Furthermore, 
they swim, dive, and gnaw thru al­ 
most any material not as hard as 
their teeth. 


Most rats rely upon 
our 
food. 
They also prefer our shelters; hence 
ratproofing 
is 
a 
useful 
weapon 
against them. It is expensive but 
worth 
the 
price 
considering 
the 
damage the pest is capable of do­ 
ing to homes, factories, barns and 
granaries.’ However, this method has 
limitations and is less satisfactory 
than starving the animals to death. 
Even if all buildings in which food­ 
stuffs are stored 
were 
completely 
ratproofed, 
o u r 
careless 
habits 
would furnish the rats with board. 
W hat we throwr away in garbage 
and leave around keeps hoards of 
these creatures alive. 
The-best way to starve this enemy 
is 
to store all foods in rat proof 
containers. Farm ers should do the 
same with food that is to be given 
to chickens, hogs, and other ani­ 
mals. Scraps should not be left in 
the open—on the table, sink, dram - 
board, or floor. Garbage must not 
be kept on the ground but in a 
metal container with a tight fit­ 
ting lid. Cafes and other commer­ 
cial establishments handling large 
quantities of garbage should keep 
their 
cans 
ir. 
ratproof, 
flyproof 
garbage 
houses. The city 
fathers 
ought to enforce this regulation and 
also assume some of the responsi­ 
bility, disposing of the garbage in 
sanitary 
landfills 
or 
incinerators 
at frequent intervals. Open dumps 
are to be condemned unless m an­ 
aged properly. Many of us would 
learn a lesson ortwo along this line 
by strolling around the average gar­ 
bage dump. 


Killing rats also Ls efficacious in 
keeping down their population. The 
new rodenticide, warfarin, is high­ 
ly recommended as a potent poi­ 
son. The chemical produces bleed­ 
ing tendencies in the rodent and 
ultimately a fatal hemorrhage. R ats 
are clever and are likely to shy 
away from the usual poisons when 
they see their friends and relatives 
dying or if they themselves become 
sick from eating certain types of 
bait. But warfarin has them puz­ 
zled because it acts slowly and rare­ 
ly 
produces distressing symptoms. 
The hazards to humans and do­ 
mestic animals are slight, yet bait 
stations 
are 
recommended 
when 
warfarin is to be put around areas 
where 
there are children 
or do­ 
mestic animals.

takes steps which he wants. Heads 
of administration control agencies 
say the same, indeed some state­ 
ments by them are direct assertions 
that prices will be higher, and some 
actions by them bear out the as­ 
sertion. 
The net effect of the administra­ 
tion's utterances and actions is to 
create expectation of higher prices. 
The existence of this expectation 
tends to create the thing expected; 
when 
people 
are 
told 
that 
high 
prices are ahead they tend to buy, 
and 
this 
buying 
of 
itself 
brings 
about higher prices. 
There is a contrary opinion. Not 
much is heard about it by the peo­ 
ple generally, but it is strongly held 
on the highest level of what may be 
called practical economic thought. 
The opinion is that prices should 
tend to become lower for some five 
years to come. The opinion is based 
on the sum of economic forces in 
motion, in the United States and 
throughout the world. This trend 
toward lower prices could be frust­ 
rated by a major war. It could also 
be frustrated if economic and fiscal 
policies of government work against 
it. B u t the present and weighty fact 
is that a trend toward lower prices 
is nowr under way. 


Some Prices Down 


Prices of a large number of com­ 
modities, several of them basic, have 
declined from peaks they were at 
late last year or in early 1951. The 
declines have taken place mainly 
during the seven months since last 
February:

Hindered By Administration 


But the people generally have lit­ 
tle opportunity to know even the ex­ 
istence of a seriously-held economic 
opinion which expects a lower level 
of prices. This opinion can make 
little headway against outpourings 
from 
administration 
heads 
and 
agencies which create popular ex­ 
pectation that prices will go higher. 
Administration utterances -which 
lead 
to 
public 
expectation 
that 
prices will go higher tend to cause 
the expectation to become a fact. 
ThLs is the part that psychology has 
in determining prices. Beyond caus­ 
ing 
expectation 
of 
higher 
prices, 
administration actions and policies 
work 
directly 
and 
specifically 
to 
prevent lowering of prices. 
The 
Department of Agriculture practice 
of price support works directly and 
constantly to prevent low-ering of 
prices. 
Some 
other 
government 
agencies have for many years had 
authority to fix some prices, and the 
recent tendency 
has been 
to fix 
them upward. 
All this works toward creating a 
public 
psychology 
which 
expects 
higher prices. Almost certainly the 
public mind would prefer to expect 
lower prices. 
For the latter expec­ 
tation there is reason in the opera­ 
tion 
of 
natural 
economic 
forces. 
These can be very powerful if not 
too overwhelmingly 
frustrated 
by 
the attitude of 
government.

York and Detroit hearings, and the 
later sessions in Washington, prov­ 
ed, television can have a tremend­

Some of the witnesses have been 
quick to seize upon the question 
thus raised. They have refused to 
on the ground that it w-as an in­ 
vasion of their personal rights. This 
involved several considerations by 
our committee. 
FMrst, there was a question of the 
individual's alleged right to refuse 
testimony on such grounds, as op­ 
posed to the right of the American 
people in general to be furnished 
fullest 
information 
regarding 
the 
functioning of the committee, oper­ 
ating as an arm of the Senate. 
A 
second 
and 
important 
point 
involved the question as to whether 
the 
povssible 
information 
to 
be 
gained from the witness was of such 
importance as to negate the right 
of the general public to see and hear 
the proceedings. 
In 
this 
connection 
it 
must be 
realized that it is possible for a 
witness to be so distracted by news 
devices, such as television and news­ 
reel cameras, as to interfere with 
the giving of testimony. This must 
be taken into consideration by the 
committee whose primary purpose 
for holding the hearing is to as­ 
certain the facts as the basLs for 
future legislation. 
The 
committee 
recognized 
this 
phase of the matter, and took steps 
to reduce the amount of the equip­ 
ment in the hearing room. Owing to 
the limited space available, 
how­ 
ever, it was not possible to place 
the 
equipment so that 
it 
could 
function without offering some dis­ 
turbance to the witness. Thus, at 
times, and because of protests by 
witnesses against the use of tele­ 
vision. 
etc.. 
the 
committee 
was 
forced to the decision that the tes­ 
timony of the witnesses was more 
important 
than 
the 
transmission 
of 
that 
particular 
testimony 
by 
television to the public, and cam ­ 
eras were ordered to be turned away 
from the witness during the taking 
of testimony. 
Better Facilities Suggested 
The TV controversy, while cen­ 
tering upon 
the 
crime 
hearings, 
did not stop there. Its implications 
spread to the field of Congressional 
hearings in general. And there were 
some who were disposed, apparent­ 
ly, to the belief that it was unfair 
to a prospective witness to be re­ 
quired 
to 
testify 
before 
the

camera.

The Risk-Takers 


Since 1900. an annual average of 
only 78 out of every 10,000 business 
concerns 
failed, 
no 
matter 
how 
started or by whom. Dun and Brad- 
street, the mercantile agency which 
devotes itself to statistics of this 
nature, reports that for the year 
1950, there were only 34 failures in 
every 10.000 business concerns. The 
very worst year in this century was 
1932 with 154 failures per 10,000. 
In other words, whether those wrho 
start a business are experienced or 
not. whether they have ample cap­ 
ital, whether it is a small, medium 
or large business, under the Amer­ 
ican capitalist system, in which the 
individual 
devotes 
his 
time 
and 
money, at his own discretion and 
risk, the number of thase who fail 
is so small as to be hardly import­ 
ant in the general picture. 
It 
is 
interesting 
to 
note 
that 
failures ran higher in the years be­ 
tween 1924 and 1933. 
In a word, 
they 
were 
numerous 
during 
the 
years of so-called 
prosperity 
and 
depression. Both periods represent­ 
ed 
abnormal 
economic 
situations 
and therefore produced failures. 


According 
to 
the 
Dun 
and 
Bradstreet survey, the principal 
causes of failure are lack of ex­ 
perience in the line and general 
incompetence. 
These are obvi­ 
ous reasons which in no way 
reflect unfavorably on the eco­ 
nomic system. 


Under capitalism, success cannot 
be guaranteed. T h a t is w'hat is so 
fundamentally wrong with the RFC. 
When the government bolsters ob- 
solence, it does not benefit anyone 
except the incompetent. 
It would, 
from the capitalist standpoint, be 
preferable for the business to fail 
and to have someone take it over 
who is capable of greater efficiency 
and 
managerial 
skill. 
Similarly, 
when the government creates new 
businesses by government loans, as 
In the various Kaiser enterprises, it 
serves no wholesome purpose, as it

ls a defiance of the concept that 
the enterpriser takes hLs own risks. 
It is to be noted that year by 
year, the lines of business that pro­ 
duce the largest number of failures 
are retail 
food 
and 
liquor stores 
and eating and drinking places. It 
would be interesting to analyze the 
causes for this. Are these businesses 
especially 
attractive 
to 
incom­ 
petents? These are licensed enter­ 
prises, often requiring several dif­ 
ferent licenses. One would imagine 
that government agencies would se­ 
lect especially competent persons to 
whom to grant licenses, or is it just 
the opposite, namely, that often the 
licenses are obtained by fraud, cor­ 
ruption and partisan politics? 


The statistics which Dun and 
Bradstreett have compiled can 
only lead to one conclusion 
and 
th at is that the United States 
remains sound no m atter what 
politicians 
do 
to 
disturb 
its 
economy. 
Taxes limit and can 
In time dry up the reserves* of 
new 
capital 
by 
reducing 
the 
amount th at the individual can 
save to put into new enterprises. 
Similarly, 
the depreciation 
of 
the currency, often called infla­ 
tion, can and does reduce sav­ 
ings. 
Yet, somehow, Americans 
do save and they do invest and 
they do take risks. They want 
to be their own bosses. 


As long as this attitude remains 
among our people, we shall not have 
too much cause to fear the conse­ 
quences of the leveling and social­ 
istic tendencies of government. 
As 
long as the ambition to be one's 
owrn boss, to wear no m an ’s collar, 
continues 
among 
our 
people, 
we 
shall not be reduced to the unwhole­ 
some level or socialism. It is when 
men think in terms of getting on a 
safe payroll, of finding some road to 
what they call security, th at our way 
of living can be imperilled and even 
destroyed. For there can be no se­ 
curity without slavery. 


This the Europeans are slowly 
discovering. 
It 
was 
Bismarck 
who introduced social security 
in Germany, advised by Ferdi­ 
nand Lassalle, adopting the de­ 
mands 
of

M arxists 
and 
translating them into a pater­ 
nalistic gift from 
government. 
Yet, his entire structure of se­ 
curity 
collapsed 
after 
World 
W ar I and a people unused to 
risk turned to Hitler as a savior. 
The price they had to pay fo? 
| 
the fallacy of security has bc*»Ti 
unbelievably high. 


It could be said that the failure 
was not due to the system of social 
security but 
war: 
Actually, the 
need for constant war, for unending 
emergencies is inevitable in a sys­ 
tem which promises more than any 
government can provide. T h a t the 
Germ any of Bismarck, the Kaiser 
and Hitler attempted; that the S o ­ 
cialist government of G reat Britain 


ls now trying, bolstered up by Amer­ 
ican dollars. 
Germ any failed; the 
British Socialists will collapse when 
they are no longer subsidized by the 
United States. But American capi­ 
talism sustains itself by the ingenu­ 
ity of those who take risks.

Old Ghost Dragged Up 


Soviet scholars and historians—alwav* assuming 
♦ hat any real scholar* and historian* still function in 
the 8oviet Union—-are again going back 25 years to 
prove Uncle Sam an imperialist. The Stalin Prize this 
year went to a book on the U S "intervention" against 
Communist Russia. 
Another book now being ac­ 
claimed in Moscow also drags up the dispatch of U. S 
troops to North Russia and to the Vladivostok area of 
Siberia in 1918-20. 
Well, everybody todav admits that we pulled a 
boner in that adventure of 25 years aeo, but our 
motive* were not nearly so black as the Russian* 
depict them. For one thing. President Wilson for a 
long time opposed the armed intervention of 1918-20. 
He finally went along with it only when persuaded 
that the British French and Japanese would go ahead 
without us. and that our participation would help in 
restraining them. 
In fact, when Soviet-U S diplomatic relation* 
were finally set up in 1933. the Russians made no 
claim for damages from the U S. intervention in 
Siberia. They tacitly admitted that it had helped to 
keep Japan from annexing a slice of Siberia 
The Russians did claim damages for the U. S. 
firmed intervention in North Russia, around the ports 
of Murmansk and Archangel. Our troops there num­ 
bered only about 6 OOO They engaged in some brushes 
with Soviet detachments, which caused 144 American 
deaths (there were 99 more from disease). 
All American forces were withdrawn from North 
Russia by October, 1919, from Siberia by April. 1920 
During this period the Soviet Union was under attack 
Internally from Russian counter-revolutionary armies. 
If we had been as hell-bent then on destroying the 
Communist regime as the Russians allege, we would 
have sent funds, supplies, and troop* to aid those 
counter-revolutionary armies. 


Gaining On A Scourge 


Although epidemics of sleeping sickness, which 
attacks man as well as horse, have been rare in recent 
decades, there was a time when the nation’.* equine 
population was reduced by hundreds of thousands as 
the disease struck. 
The U. S. Public Health Service now announce* 
♦ hat the virus of encephalitis has been Isolated from 
wild birds at its laboratories In Montgomery, Ala. 
This form of sleeping sickness is known as the "blind 
staggers.** Isolation of the virus Is the first step in 
successfully combating a scourge of thl* kind. 
The isolation was made twice from redwing black­ 
birds and once from magpies, according to Dr T 
Alden Cockburn, epedmiologisi in charge of encepha­ 
litis studies 
Birds, which apparently do not contract the 
disease, act as carrier*, according to the health service. 
Birds used in the experiment* were caught near health 
service laboratories in Greeley. Colo Apparently the 
disease is carried by mosquitoes, ticks and mites, the 
•tudies revealed. 
Cases of the disease reported in the U. 8. last 
year totaled 1.051, compared to 781 in 1949 and 575 In 
1948. But many thousands of cases are believed to 
have gone unrecognized or to have been erroneously 
diagnosed as polio, according to the health service.

ing to homes, factories, barns and 
granaries. However, this method ha* 
limitations and is less satisfactory 
than starving the animals u> death. 
Even if all buildings in which food­ 
stuffs ire stored were completely 
ratproofed. 
o u r 
careless 
habit.* 
would furnish the rats a ith board. 
What we throw away in garbage 
and leave around keeps hoards of 
these creatures alive. 
The best way to starve this enemy 
Is to store all foods in rat proof 
containers. Farm ers should do the 
same with food th a t is to be given 
to chickens, hogs, and other ani­ 
mals. Scraps should not be left in 
the open—on the table, sink, dram - 
board. or floor. Garbage m ust not 
be kept on the ground but in a 
metal container with a tight fit­ 
ting lid. Cafes and other comm er­ 
cial establishm ents handling large 
quantities of garbage should keep 
their 
cans 
in 
rat proof, 
flyproof 
garbage houses. The city fathers 
ought to enforce this regulation and 
also assume some of the responsi­ 
bility. disposing of the garbage in 
sanitary 
landfills 
or 
incinerators 
at frequent intervals. Open dump* 
are to be condemned unless m an­ 
aged properly. Many of us would 
learn a lesson ortwo along this line 
by strolling around the average gar­ 
bage dump. 


Killing rats also Is efficacious in 
keeping down their population. The 
new rodenticide, w arfarin, is high­ 
ly recommended as a potent poi­ 
son The chemical produces bleed­ 
ing tendencies in the rodent and 
ultim ately a fatal hemorrhage. Rat* 
are clever and are likely to shy 
aa ay from the usual poisons w hen 
they see their friends and relatives 
dying or if they themselves become 
tick from eating certain types of 
bait. But m arfann has them r*ux- 
r.led because it acts slowly and rare­ 
ly produces distressing symptoms. 
The hazards to hum ans and do­ 
mestic animals are slight, yet bait 
stations are 
recommended 
when 
warfarin is to be put around areas 
where there are children or do­ 
mestic animals.

’FAILING HEART 
H. C. writes: W hat is m eant by 
a decompensated heart?

A heart th at is failing gradually. 
When the organ is damaged because 
of a "leaky'* valve or obstruction of 
a coronary artery, the muscle is 
handicapped.

this condition is cardiac insuffi­ 
ciency; decompensation Is still an ­ 
other name.

Naturally, 
therefore,

the 
Senate committee successfully made 
its disclosures about various phases 
of crim inal operations throughout 
America, some were ready to tread 
the path of least resistance and 
transfer to the central government 
the job of combating lawlessness.

Effects On Prices 


By MARK SULLIVAN 


W hether prices generally will be­ 
come 
higher — which 
is 
to say 
whether there will be more infla­ 
tion—-is being determined to a large 
degree within the public mind. In ­ 
fluences on the public psychology 
which make for higher prices em a­ 
nate 
from 
the 
adm inistration. 
President Trum an has said that 
prices will be higher unless Congress 
takes steps which he wants. Heads 
of adm inistration control agencies 
say the same. indeed some state­ 
ments by them are direct assertions 
that prices will be higher, and some 
actions by them bear out the as­ 
sertion. 
The net effect of the adm inistra­ 
tion s utterances and actions is to 
create expectation of higher prices. 
The existence of this expectation 
tends to create the thing expected; 
when people are told th at high 
prices are ahead they tend to buy. 
and this buying of itself brings 
about higher prices. 
There is a contrary opinion. Not 
much is heard about it by the peo­ 
ple generally, but it is strongly held 
on the highest level of what may be 
called practical economic thought. 
The opinion is th at prices should 
tend to become lower for some five 
years to come. The opinion is based 
on the sum of economic forces in 
motion, in the United States and 
throughout the world. This trend 
toward lower prices could be frust­ 
rated by a m ajor war. It could also 
be frustrated if economic and fiscal 
policies of government work against 
it. But the present and weighty fact 
is that a trend toward lower prices 
is now under way. 


Some Price* Down 


Prices of a large number of corn- 
mod :tiea, several of them basic, have 
declined from peaks they were at 
late last year or in early 1951. The 
declines have taken place mainly 
during the seven m onths since last 
February’: 
Cotton has declined from appro­ 
ximately 45 cents a pound to 35 
cents. 
Raw wool from $3 80 a pound to 
$2 05. 
N atural rubber from 83 cents a 
pound to 52 cents. 
Lumber 
from 
$91 
to 
$84 
per 
thousand board feet 
Tin from $1 83 a pound to $103. 
Hogs from $25 per IOO pounds to 
$21. 
There have been declines in prices 
of rayon, cotton and nylon piece 
goods; wom ens cotton and rayon 
dresses, 
nylon hose; shoes, wool 


rugs and carpets; 
television sets 
and 
m any other 
appliances 
and 
goods. An over-all sign of the de­ 
clining trend during the past seven 
m onths is the whole commodity in­ 
dex. 
The 
February-M arch 
figure 
was 184, the latest figure is 176 8. 
This recent trend toward lower 
prices supports the opinion th at 
future prices will tend lower over a 
period 
of years. The opinion 
is 
further 
supported 
by 
economic 
forces including a world condition. 
Countries 
whose 
production 
of 
m anufactured goods and food had 
been almost destroyed by war are 
now at work again and their great­ 
ly increased production makes to­ 
ward lowering prices. 
The opinion th at predicts lower 
prices is known in business circles, 
and some act upon it. The head of 
the Independent Grocers Alliance, 
J Frank Grimes, advised members 
at 
their 
annual 
convention 
last 
week to "reduce inventories as rap­ 
idly as possible" so as to "be ready 
to jum p in and buy when prices 
ease ’’ 


Hindered By Administration 
But the people generally have lit­ 
tle opportunity to know even the ex­ 
istence of a seriously-held economic 
opinion which expects a lower level 
of prices. This opinion can make 
little headway against outpourings 
from 
adm inistration 
heads 
and 
agencies which create popular ex­ 
pectation th at prices will go higher. 
Adm inistration utterances which 
lead 
to 
public 
expectation 
that 
prices will go higher tend to cause 
the expectation to become a fact. 
This is the part th at psychology has 
in determ ining prices. Beyond caus­ 
ing expectation of higher prices, 
adm inistration actions and policies 
work directly and specifically to 
prevent lowering of prices 
The 
D epartm ent of Agriculture practice 
of price support works directly and 
constantly to prevent lowering of 
prices. 
Some other government 
agencies have for m any years had 
authority to fix some prices, and the 
recent tendency has been to fix 
them upward. 
All this works toward creating a 
public 
psychology 
which 
expects 
higher prices. Almost certainly the 
public mind would prefer to expect 
lower prices. 
For the latter expec­ 
tation there is reason in the opera­ 
tion of 
natural economic 
forces. 
These can be very powerful if not 
too overwhelmingly frustrated 
by 
the attitude of government.

ful enforcement of the crim inal 
laws, will the reign of the mobster 
and the crime syndicates be ended. 
It would be very consoling to 
think th at there is some one agency 
to take the job out of the hands 
of all the millions of people affected 
and by some magic federal process 
elim inate 
the 
corruption 
which 
makes possible the operation 
of 
gangsters and racket organizations. 
But such was not intended to be 
America s way of handling prob­ 
lems. Moreover, it never would be 
successful even if the people of 
America were inclined to seek such 
a solution. W hich they are not! 
W ith regard to the second ques­ 
tion. a by-product, so to speak, of 
the investigation, there will be much 
controversy 
undoubtedly. 
But 
I 
think the answer is a relatively 
simple one. 
Television is new. As the New 
York and Detroit hearings, and the 
later sessions in W ashington, prov­ 
ed, television can have a trem end­ 
ous effect upon the public con­ 
sciousness.

is, however, merely another 
method of dissemination of infor­ 
mation. It is an extension of radio,

Serious Questions Involved 
Protest has been raised against. 
use of television in Congressional 
hearings, as an invasion of the 
rights of those to be questioned. 
Some of the witnesses have been 
quick to seize upon the question 
thus raised. They have refused to 
on the ground th at it was an in­ 
vasion of their personal rights. This 
involved several considerations by 
our committee. 
First, there was a question of the 
individuals alleged right to refuse 
testimony on such grounds, as op­ 
posed to the right of the American 
people in general to be furnished 
fullest inform ation regarding 
the 
functioning of the committee, oper­ 
ating as an arm of the Senate. 
A second and im portant point 
involved the question as to whether 
the 
possible 
inform ation 
to

gained from the witness was of such 
importance as to negate the right 
of the general public to see and hear 
the proceedings. 
In this connection it m ust be 
realized that it is possible for a 
witness to be so distracted by news 
devices, such as television and news­ 
reel cameras, as to interfere with 
the giving of testimony. This m ust 
be taken into consideration by the 
committee whose prim ary purpose 
for holding the hearing is to as­ 
certain the facts as the basis for 
future legislation. 
The 
committee 
recognized 
this 
phase of the m atter, and took steps 
to reduce the am ount of the equip­ 
m ent in the hearing room. Owing to 
the limited space available, how­ 
ever, it was not possible to place 
the equipm ent so th at 
it 
could 
function without offering some dis­ 
turbance to the witness. Thus, at 
times, and because of protests by 
witnesses against the use of tele­ 
vision. 
etc., 
the 
committee 
was 
forced to the decision th at the tes­ 
timony of the witnesses was more 
im portant than 
the 
transm ission 
of th at particular 
testimony 
by 
television to the public, and cam ­ 
erae were ordered to be turned away 
from the witness during the taking 
of testimony.

WASHINGTON — America and 
the free world can be proud of th e 
statem ent th at a President of the 
United States was able to m ake on 
the occasion of the signing of a 
treaty of peace between the victor 
and the defeated. 
Nowhere in the technical phrases 
> of the treaty itself, quite naturally, 
are to be found the phrases of in ­ 
terpretation which a m agnificent 
speech by President Trum an be­ 
queathed to all history to read. 
There are two sentences of that 
speech which tell the story of an 
achievement unparalleled in modern 
times, indeed, of a document u n ­ 
m atched anywhere in the treaties 
of peace of the past. 
Those two 
memorable sentences read as fol­ 
lows : 
"It (the treaty with Japan) does 
not contain the seeds of another 
war. It is a treaty of reconciliation, 
which looks to the future, and not 
the past." 
Expresses Moral Force 
To be able to m ake th at statem ent 
persuasively, to be able to point to 
the deeds th at actually prove its 
truth in the records of our Army of 
Occupation, to be able not only to 
say th at there was no spirit of re­ 
venge but to be able to point to acts 
th a t corroborate it, Is to express 
the moral force of America in the 
free world. 
This moral force is not the a ttri­ 
bute alone of the American govern­ 
m ent of today. 
It spring from a 
long line of precedents expressed In 
public pronouncements since World 
W ar I began. 
It I* the reflection, 
moreover, of the viewpoint not of 
just one political party but of all 
parties in the United States, not 
of just the spirit of American ideals 
but of the ideals th at free men hold 
everywhere. 
All this has not come 
to fruition heretofore in such con­ 
crete facts of international relation­ 
ships as are evidenced in the treaty 
between the Japanese and those 
who 
fought 
victoriously 
against 
them. 
The kind of peace outlined in the 
treaty with Japan Is the kind th a t 
m en of all religions have hoped and 
prayed for, and 
particularly the 
kind of peace urged for Europe, too. 
by President Wilson after World 
W ar I and by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt after World W ar II. 
It 
is the kind of peace Pope Pius X II 
has been petitioning for in his pub­ 
lic addresses since 1944. 
President Trum an 
in 
his 
San 
Francisco address to the assembled 
nations rightly pays tribute to the 
"outstanding leadership of General 
of the Army Douglas M acArthur" 
for "the way in which the Allied

occupation has been carried out." 
And the President also points with 
pride to General Ridgway as M ac­ 
A rthur^ "able successor’’ and to the 
splendid work of John Foster Dulles, 
who worked so patiently and intel­ 
ligently in negotiating the treaty 
itself. 
Rising above party and domestic 
controversy, the President recog­ 
nized that, in writing this speech, 
he was writing for future history a 
chapter of accom plishment w hicl^ | 
can prove an inspiration to those 
who will be custodians of American 
world policy in the years to come. 
For in a sense the treaty, while 
not m itigating the evils of war or 
condoning 
the 
aggression 
which 
started it, does show that, when 
peoples put aside misguided leaders 
and take into their own hands the 
cause of decent International rela­ 
tions, they will find in the people . 
of the United States ready and will­ 
ing partners in supporting those 
aims.

Annexed No Territory 
America did not receive a single 
dollar of governm ental indem nity 
out of World W ar I or World W ar 
II. Nor did America annex a single 
acre of territory from either war. 
Mr. T rum an’s address a t the San 
Francisco gathering of nations will 
be read with even more intense in­ 
terest outside America than inside. 
It will rank as one of the great 
state papers of all tim es — not 
because of its simple phrases but 
because it recites eloquently the 
record of American postwar behav­ 
ior and challenges the rest of the 
world to adopt the letter and the 
spirit of th a t behavior. 
The implications as to the future, 
so far as they relate to an ultim ate

The Risk-Takers 


Since 1900, an annual average of 
only 78 out of every 10.000 business 
concerns 
failed, 
no 
m atter 
how 
started or by whom. Dun and Brad- 
street. the m ercantile agency w’hich 
devotes itself to statistics of this 
nature, reports th at for the year 
1950. there were only 34 failures in 
every 10.000 business concerns. The 
very worst year in this century was 
1932 with 154 failures per 10.000. 
In other words, whether those who 
start a business are experienced or 
not. whether thev have ample cap­ 
ital, whether it is a small, medium 
or large business, under the Amer­ 
ican capitalist system, in which the 
individual 
devotes 
his 
time 
and 
money, at his own discretion and 
risk, the number of those who fail 
is so small as to be hardly im port­ 
ant in the general picture. 
It is 
interesting 
to note 
th at 
failures ran higher in the years be­ 
tween 1924 and 1933. 
In a word, 
they 
were 
numerous 
during 
the 
years of so-called prosperity and 
depression. Both periods represent­ 
ed 
abnormal 
economic 
situations 
and therefore produced failures. 


According to the Dun and 
Bradstreet survey, the principal 
causes of failure are lack of ex­ 
perience in the line and general 
incompetence. These are obvi­ 
ous reason* which in no way 
reflect unfavorably on the eco­ 
nomic system. 


Under capitalism, success cannot 
be guaranteed 
T hat is what is so 
fundam entally wrong with the RPC. 
When the governm ent bolsters ob­ 
s o le te , it does not benefit anyone 
except the incompetent. It would, 
from the capitalist standpoint, be 
preferable for the business to fail 
and to have someone take it over 
who is capable of greater efficiency 
and 
m anagerial 
skill. 
Similarly, 
when the government creates new 
businesses by governm ent loans, as 
in the various Kaiser enterprises, it 
serves no wholesome purpose, as it 


ties for handling

I* a defiance of the concept th at 
the enterpriser takes his own risks. 
It is to be noted th at year by 
year, the lines of business th at pro­ 
duce the largest num ber of failure* 
are retail food and liquor store* 
and eating and drinking places. It 
would be interesting to analyze the 
causes for this. Are these businesses 
especially 
attractive 
to 
incom­ 
petents? These are licensed enter­ 
prises, often requiring several dif­ 
ferent licenses. One would imagine 
th at governm ent agencies would se­ 
lect especially com petent persons to 
whom to grant licenses, or is it just 
the opposite, namely, that often the 
licenses are obtained by fraud, cor­ 
ruption and partisan politics? 


The statistics which Dun and 
Bradstrcett have compiled can 
only lead to one conclusion and 
that is that the United States 
remains sound no matter what 
politicians 
do 
to 
disturb 
its 
economy. Taxes limit and ran 
In time dry up the reserves’ of 
new capital by reducing the 
amount that the Individual can 
save to put into new enterprises. 
Similarly, the depreciation of 
the currency, often called Infla­ 
tion, can and does reduce sav­ 
ings. Yet, somehow. Americans 
do save and they do invest and 
they do take risks. They want 
to be their own boose*. 


As long as this attitude rem ains 
among our people, we shall not have 
too much cause to fear the conse­ 
quences of the leveling and social­ 
istic tendencies of government. As 
long as the ambition to be ones 
own boss, to wear no m an s collar, 
continues 
among 
our 
people, we 
shall not be reduced to the unwhole­ 
some level or socialism. It is when 
men think in term s of getting on a 
safe payroll, of finding some road to 
what they call security, th a t our way 
of living can be imperilled and even 
destroyed. For there can be no se­ 
curity without slavery. 


Thi* the Europeans are slowlv 
discovering. 
It was Bismarck 
who introduced social security 
in Germany, advised by Ferdi­ 
nand Lassalle, adopting the de­ 
mands 
of 
the 
Marxists 
and 
translating them into a pater­ 
nalistic gift from government. 
Yet, his entire structure of s e ­ 
curity 
collapsed 
after 
W o rld 
W’ar I and a people unused lo 
risk turned to Hitler as a savior. 
The price they had to pay im 
J 
the fallacy of security has beau 
unbelievably high. 


It could be said th at the failure 
was not due to the system of social 
security but \t> war: 
Actually, the 
need for constant war, for unending 
emergencies is inevitable in a sys­ 
tem which promises more th an any 
governm ent can provide. T h at the 
Germ any of Bismarck, the Kaiser 
and Hitler attem pted: th a t the So­ 
cialist governm ent of G reat Britain 
is now trying, bolstered up by Amer­ 
ican dollars. 
Germ any failed: the 
British Socialists will collapse when 
they are no longer subsidized by the 
United States. But American capi­ 
talism sustains itself by the Ingenu­ 
ity of those who take risks.

The 20-ye^F Id Brooklyn welter­ 
weight collapsed in his dressing 
room and neve* regained conscious­ 
ness. He died S e a ^ 3 . 
Dr. Nardiello’s ^ fcim o n y followed 
th at of two other physicians who 
had examined Flores before and 
after two other bouts, on July 24 
and Aug. 14. Flores was stopped in 
two rounds by Johnny Cerky in the 
first one and in eight rounds by 
Donoghue on Aug. 14. The referee 
halted both bouts. 
Both Dr. Samuel Swetnick and 
Dr. Thomas Norman Bockner said 
Flores was in good physical condi­ 
tion before the fights and after 
them. 
After hearing testimony from the 
doctors and other witnesses, Eddie 
Eagan, chairm an of the commission, 
adjourned the hearing until district 
Attorney Frank Hogan concludes 
his investigation. 
Eagan, who was on vacation when 
the fatal Flores bout was held, told 
a reporter “you are bound to have 
injuries in any contact sport, w het­ 
her it’s boxing, football, baseball or 
hockey. 
“A boy plays football because he 
enjoys the game,” said Eagan. “The 
same with a boxer. No one makes 
him box. If he didn’t enjoy the 
sport, if he didn’t get a thrill out 
of it, he wouldn’t go in for it.”

Physician Says 
Flores Died Of 
Head Injuries 


Death O f Fighter 
Followed K nockout^' 


NEW YORK. Sept. 7—(P)—A phy­ 
sician for the State A tU ^c Com­ 
mission said boxer Ge^?e Flores 
died as a result of an injury suffer­ 
ed when his head hit the ring floor 
in a Madison Square Garden bout. 
“There was absolutely no prior 
injury to the brain,” said Dr. Vin­ 
cent A. Nardiello at a public hear­ 
ing conducted by the commission. 
Dr. Nardiello was the examining 
and ring doctor on Aug. 29 when 
Flores was knocked out by Roger 
Donoghue ^ 
White Plains, N. Y. 
The 20-yei^ Id Brooklyn welter­ 
weight collapsed in his dressing 
room and neve* regained conscious­ 
ness. He died Scw^3. 
• 
Dr. Nardiello’s^^timOny followed 
that of two other physicians who 
had examined Flores before and 
after two other bouts, on July 24 
and Aug. 14. Flores was stopped in 
two rounds by Johnny Cerky in the 
first one and in eight rounds by 
Donoghue on Aug. 14. The referee 
halted both bouts. 
Both Dr. Samuel Swetnick and 
Dr. Thomas Norman Bockner said 
Flores was in good physical condi­ 
tion before the fights and after 
them. 
After hearing testimony from the 
doctors and other witnesses, Eddie 
Eagan, chairman of the commission, 
adjourned the hearing until district 
Attorney Frank Hogan concludes 
his investigation. 
Eagan, who was on vacation when 
the fatal Flores bout was held, told 
a reporter “you are bound to have 
injuries in any contact sport, whet­ 
her it s boxing, football, baseball or 
hockey. 
“A boy plays football because he 
enjoys the game,’’ said Eagan. “The 
same with a boxer. No one makes 
him box. If he didn’t enjoy the 
sport, if he didn’t get a thrill out 
of it, he wouldn’t go in for it.”
